The August 1960 issue of "The Kay Cee Kay", which 
has just been released, contained as a feature cartoon, tho 
item which is described as enclosure #1. In view of the f^vcrct 
light in which the FBI is presented in this cartoon, inquiry was 
made of Mr. MAURICE TUDOR, Editor, to determine whether the 
cartoon was original or syndicated. Mr, TUDOR advised that 
this cartoon was furnished his paper by captioned organization*
